W ashing ton — Phesident Carter Friday ordered 
Assistant Ag riculture Secretary Robert Mey er to 
stop seeking preferential treatment for farmers in 
('alifornia’s Imperial Valley , where he owns or 
leases more than 2,500 acres of v aluable irrig ated 
land. 
“ I really don’t feel that any one in g ov ernment, 
including my self, should use his official position to 
pursue a g oal that would result in financial adv an­ 
tag e or other adv antag e for a public officia l,” 
Carter said. 
He was talking to a g roup of farm writers and 
editors in the Cabinet Room of the White House. 


Carter said he had no information that Mey er’s 
actions, at this point, were illeg al. 
“ But I just don’t want to hav e the accusation of 
impropriety there,” he added. 
A federal appeals court recently upheld a 19 02 
law limiting ownership of land using federally 
supplied irrig ation water to 320 acres for a farmer 
and his wife. 
The Imperial Valley , one of the country ’s 
richest cotton, fruit and v eg etable areas, uses 
federally -controlled irrig ation water. But the 19 02 
law has nev er been enforced and in 19 33 the Interior 
Department wrote an adm inistrativ e opinion 
ex empting that area because it had priv ate water 


resources before the federal projects were built. 
The appeals court ruled this ex emption no 
long er applied. And, according to the 19 02 law. 
Imperial Valley landowners would hav e to sell all 
their holding s abov e 160 acres each for farmer and 
wife, who would hav e to liv e on the 320 acres they 
retained. The limit of 160 acres, a quarter of a sec­ 
tion, was an arbitrary fig ure corresponding to the 
old homestead land g rants. 
Mey er,, appointed by the Carter administration, 
conceded earlier this week he had been talking with 
the White House, the Interior Department, and 
area cong ressmen urg ing them to seek another 
ex emption for the Imperial Valley . 


But he insisted he had announced to each that 
he was acting as a priv ate indiv idual and not talking 
for the administration. He also said Ag riculture 
Secretary Bob Berg land had been informed of this 
and ag reed he could do so but only as a priv ate 
citizen. 
“ I understand from my staff reports that 
nothing illeg al was done (by M ey er),” Carter said 
Friday . "But I sent a note to Bob Berg land and told 
him to stop the effort of Bob Mey er’s to determine 
land policy in the Imperial Valley ” 
Carter said he believ ed the 19 02 law was bad 
and should be chang ed. But in the meantime, he had 
no alternativ e but to enforce it. 


“ The a lterca tion ha s not been betw een 
Washing ton and farmers, honest farmers in the 
West." he said. “ It has been between farmers in 
the West and their neig hbors wanting to hav e an 
easier ability to acquire land.” 


He said he recog nized that 75 y ears ag o 320 
irrig ated acres was all a husband and wife could 
handle. But with today 's massiv e dev elopment and 
larg e machinery , a larg er acreag e was needed for 
an economically v iable farm, he said. 


Berg land was asked later if he had ordered 
Mey er to stop and we said he had. He also said 
there was no intention to dismiss Mey er. 


Gang awaits 
ransom jet 


Dacca, Bang ladesh (AP) — A Japan Air Lines DCS 
left Toy ko for Bang ladesh Saturday carry ing $6 million 
and six Japanese prisoners to meet ransom demands 
of hijackers holding 142 hostag es aboard another 
Japanese jetliner. 
The fiv e hijackers, identified as members of the 
ultra-leftist ^ p a n ese Red Army and said to be armed 
with g uns and ex plosiv es, seized a JAL jet Wednesday 
ov er India and forced it to land at Dacca airport. 
Japanese Officials in Toky o said the ransom plane 
loaded with cartons of 60,000 U.S. $100 bills and the 
prisoners freed from Japanese jails left Toky o at 6 
a.m. Saturday (4 p.m. CDT Friday ). 
A JAL spokesman said the plane was slig htly 
behind schedule and it was due to arriv e in Dacca at 
11:45 a.m. Saturday (12:45 a.m. CDT Saturday ), 25 
minutes later than orig inally scheduled. 
He also said the hijackers had ex tended their 
deadline to 12 noon Saturday — just 15 minutes after 
the approaching jet is scheduled to touch down at Dac­ 
ca airport An earlier 4 a.m. Saturday deadline set by 
the hijackers passed without apparent incident. 


The ransom jet also was carry ing 6.6 tons of food, 
medical supplies and clothing and 76 g ov ernment and 
airline officials led by JAL president Shizuo Asada and 
Hajimi Ishii, a parliamentary minister. 
“ We will do our best in carry ing out the duty 
requested by the Japanese g ov ernment,” Asada told 
reporters in Toky o. He refused to say whether he 
wquld offeY himself as hostag e in ex chang e for the 
passeng ers’ freedom. 
“ The most important issue is how to sav e the liv es of 
almost 150 persons held now,” Ishii said before the 
departure. "What country is willing to accept the 
hijackers? I cannot comment at this moment.” 
A passeng er who had been released by the hijackers 
identified one of them as a radical who bombed 
sev eral Toky o offices in 19 74. He was released from 
prison the nex t y ear on the demand of terrorists who 
had occupied the U.S. Embassy in Malay sia. 
The Dacca g unmen, becoming edg y and incom­ 
municativ e while they waited for the ransom plane, 
had demanded freedom for nine Japanese prisoners, 
but officials said three of the prisoners refused the 
offer. 
Bang ladesh Vice Air Marshal A. G. Mahmud, during 
two hours of neg otiations with the terrorists, informed 
them of the plans, including the fact that only six of the 
prisoners would be on the plane from Toky o, India’s 
national news ag ency reported. 
The ag ency quoted Mahmud a s say ing the hijackers 
listened intently to the information, but he disclosed no 
other information. 
There was no official word on where the air pirates 
want to g o from Dacca 
The hijackers, armed with pistols, g renades and 
possibly ex plosiv es, hav e threatened to ex ecute, 
passeng ers one by one. 
The fiv e terrorists seized the Japan Air Line DCS 
Wednesday after it left Bombay on a Paris-to-Toky o 
flig ht and forced it to land in this South Asian capital. 
They treed four passeng ers Friday — a Japanese 
woman, an Indonesian woman and an Eg y ptian couple 
— bring ing to nine the total released. Among those still 
held were 10 Americans. 
Red Army terrorists, who are pledg ed to foment 
rev olution in Japan, hav e found refug e in Liby a, North 
Korea and Yemen in the past. 
The Foreig n Ministry in Toky o said the Japanese 
woman treed Friday identified one of the hijackers 
from mug shots as Norio Sasaki, 29 , who was inv olv ed 
in the bombing of the Mitsubishi Heav y Industries 
building in Toky o three y ears ag o. 
The American hostag es are banker John Gabriel and 
his wife of Montebello, Calif., former California 
Assembly man Walter Karabian of Monterey Park, 
Calif., and these others not further identified: Eric 
Weiss, Mr. J. Caldwell, Mr. Alterejos, Mr. G. Sands, 
Mr, T. Phalen, Mr. J. Chunce and Mr. W. McLean. 
Two Americans freed Thursday were Karabian’s 
wife, Carole, and Kurt Krueg er of Granada Hills, 
Calif.

Exon wary of another fiasco

Gov . J. James Ex on has told Interior 
Secretary Cecil Andrus that he doesn’t 
want the proposed Norden Dam project to 
turn into another Mirag e Flats fiasco. 
Ex on, who g enerally has supported con­ 
struction of the dam on the Niobrara 
Riv er, said he thinks some questions need 
to be answered before the dam is built. 


In a letter to Interior Secretary Andrus, 
released Friday , the g ov ernor said he 
wants to know if the federal Bureau of 
Reclamation is sure of its projections on 
the continued av ailability of water flow 
along the Niobrara since a “ g riev ous 
error ” was made on another federal dam 
project in Nebraska. 
The Mirag e Flats dam, completed in 
19 74 on the Niobrara near Hay s Spring s in 
Sheridan County , was desig ned as an 
irrig ation project and to protect the area 
from flood damag e. 


But, Ex on contended, after the project 
was completed, “ not a drop of water was 
deliv ered as planned. The project was a 
complete fiasco in ev ery respect.” 
The Mirag e Flats project draws water 
from the Box Butte Reserv oir. The project 
is aliv e but has nev er been able to store 
enoug h water to irrig ate all the land 
ex pected when constructed. 
The Norden Dam project, located in the 
Spring v iew-O’Neill area would irrig ate 
77.000 acres. A 180-foot dam near Norden 
would create a 19 -mile long reserv oir on 
the Niobrara Riv er, 


The proposed dam has been under at­ 
tack and most recently was challeng ed in 
I .S District Court by a coalition of en­ 
v ironmentalists, farmers and ranchers. 
Judg e Warren lYbom has ordered work on 
the project halted on the g rounds that the 
e n v iron m en ta l im p a ct sta te m e n t 
prepared by the Bureau of Reclamation 
was inadequate 


When he met with bureau officials last 
week. Ex on said he w a s told that 
strea m flow in the riv er below the 
proposed dam would be reduced by half. 
Has sufficient consideration been 
g iv en to fish and wildlife habitat and 
downstream irrig ators who hold water 
rig hts .’ ’ Ex on asked .Andrus. 
Since the riv er flow could be reduced by 
50' 
at times, the g ov ernor also wondered 
if It IS possible that the downstream 
irrig ators could pump the riv er dry . 
Other unanswered questions. Ex on con- 
tendtMf, include: 
-the ov erall construction costs, 
—consideration of possible reduction in 
recreational areas with construction of 
the dam. 
Ex on inv ited Andrus to analy ze the 
Norden Dam project firsthand and to 
bring along other federal officials to 
receiv e a briefing on the dam 
Ex on toured the project earlier this 
week.

Lava flow oozes toward hamlet on way to ocean 


Kalapana, Hawaii (AP) -- A ribbon 
of red hot lav a 9 00 feet wide and eig ht 
miles long oozed down the side of 
Kilauea v olcano Friday toward this 
ev acuated seaside hamlet. “ There’s no 
stopping It now. It’s g oing all the way ” 
to the sea, a g ov ernment scientist said. 
Scientists at the Hawaiian Volcano 
Observ atory said the flow was heav y 
enoug h and had built up enoug h 
momentum to continue to the ocean, 
ev en if the eruption stopped. 
In Its path, howev er, were 18 homes 
and the historic Star of the Sea Painted 
Church, which scientists said would be 
destroy ed as the thick mass mov ed 


toward the water. It was within a mile 
of the sea on Friday morning and was' 
mov ing at 300 to 400 feet per hour. 
The 50 v illag ers were ev acuated from 
Kalapana Thursday nig ht. There was 
no panic among them, all v eterans of 
past v olca nic eruptions and tidal 
wav es. 
Fiv e sig htseers who hiked into the 
area Thursday and had been reported 
missing turned up safely on Friday . But 
there was still no sig n of two persons 
believ ed to hav e flown into the area 
Thursday in a sing le-eng ine Cessna to 
v iew the spectacular eruption from the 
air. 


And the U.S. Coast Guard said 
wreckag e of a Beechcraft plane was 
sig hted on the slopes of nearby Mauna 
Loa v olcano. No Beechcraft plane was 
reported missing , 
Hawa ii County May or Herbert 
Matay oshi declared a state of emerg en­ 
cy in the area, about 30 miles southeast 
of Hilo, the larg est city on the state's 
larg est island, which is also named 
Hawaii. ^ 
County Civ il Defense Director Harry 
Kini said the flow threatened the 
cultural and historic center of the com­ 
munity , which IS less than 10 miles 
from the eruption site

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Vietnam returns 
American bodies 


Hanoi, Vietnam (AP) - Vietnam officials turned over the 
remains of 21 American servicemen and one civilian Friday in 
the fifth such transfer of U.S. bodies released so far. 
The United States lists 2,500 Americans still unaccounted for 
from the Vietnam war, which ended in April 1975, and 700 of them 
are listed as missing in action. 
Failure to make faster progress in returning bodies and ac­ 
counting for those missing in action has been a major obstacle in 
relations between the United States and Vietnam’s Communist 
regime. 
American soldiers and sailors solemnly carried the small, 
black metal boxes containing the remains past a saluting honor 
guard of officers. Then they placed them aboard an Air Force 
C141 Starlifter cargo plane waiting in sweltering heat and glaring 
afternoon sunshine. 
The bodies were then flown to America’s Clark Air Base in The 
Philippines where they were transferred to larger coffins in 
preparation for flight to Hawaii Saturday. 
Following the transfer ceremony at Hanoi’s Gia Lam Airport, 
Vu Hoang of the Vietnamese Foreign Ministry said. “ We have 
cooperated closely on these humanitarian matters. We need to 
settle the past perfectly, so we can have a good and sound basis 
for establishing normal relations between the two countries” 
Frank Sieverts, coordinator for prisoner of war and missing in 
action affairs for the State Department and chief of the joint mis­ 
sion of the Defense and State departments to Hanoi, said names 
of the military casualties would be released only after the Ar­ 
my’s Central identification Laboratory in Hawaii had confirmed 
them. 
The only name disclosed at the time of transfer was that of 
Tucker Gougelman, a civilian whose body was released with 
those of 21 military men, Gougelman, whose family was listed as 
living in New York, reportedly died in Saigon in June 1976, a year 
after the former South Vietnamese capital fell to Communist-led 
forces. 
Sixteen of the boxes contained remains identified by the Viet­ 
namese, and Sieverts said he expected it would take 10 days to 
two weeks to confirm these names. The other five unidentified 
servicemen’s bodies will probably take much longer to check out, 
he said. 
Sieverts said he delivered to the Vietnamese folders containing 
facts about 30 missing Americans. Each folder contained per­ 
sonal data on a missing man, a brief description of the action in 
which he was lost and an account of the circumstances when he 
was last seen

passenger ran to safety when the 
Paris (U PI) — A deranged hijacker 
set off a hand grenade in a jet holding 98 
persons Friday night as police firing 
tear-gas grenades stormed the plane. Of­ 
ficers seized the air pirate, but one 
passenger died and five were wounded. 
Police said they attacked because “ the 
lives of the passengers demanded ac­ 
tion.’’ They ripped open the doors of the 
plane shooting tear-gas as the hijacker 
hurled his grenade. 
Officials said the police fired no 
gullets. 
The 43-year-old hijacker, who was 
declared mentally incompetent after he 
shot his father to death as a teen-ager, 
had demanded access to two of the three 
largest commercial radio stations in 
France to broadcast a political message. 
The hijacker, identified as Jacques 
Robert, had been jailed three years ago 
for holding up the staff of the third sta­ 
tion at gunpoint. 
Robert also demanded fuel for his 
commandeered French Air Inter 
Caravelle jet, whose tanks ran dry short­ 
ly after he brought the plane back to 
Paris on a flight originally bound for 
Lyon. 
Police told the gunman both of his 
demands would not be honored until he 


released all aboard the craft, 
“ Police had to intervene to end this 
hijacking,’’ Prefect Jean Perier said. 
“ We waited 8 ^ hours and only made the 
decision to move in after long attempts 
to negotiate . . . the lives of the 
passengers demanded action.’’ 
As the police team ripped open the 
doors of the plane, Perier said, “ The 
hijacker threw a grenade that hit the top 
of a door and exploded, wounding the 
people who were standing there.’’ 
One man suffered fatal injuries, a se­ 
cond was seriously injured and three 
others were hurt 
by shrapnel. The 
hijacker had earlier shot a stewardess in 
the arm, but she was reported in good 
condition. 
The dead man reportedly was an 
employe of the Air Inter airline who was 
traveling as a passenger. Officials also 
said a number of other passengers were 
hit by shrapnel fragments, but they did 
not need hospital treatment. 
There were 91 other passengers and six 
crewmen aboard the Caravelle with 
Robert as police moved in. 
He had previously released the 
wounded stewardess and seven 
passengers, including one infant and one 
passenger who became ill, and an eighth 


passenger ran to safety when 
hijacker’s attention was diverted. 
“ Suddenly all four side doors of the 
plane were ripped open from the outside 
and we knew the police were attacking,’’ 
said passenger Maurice Tapie, 37. “ The 
hijacker turned and threw his grenade 
toward the cockpit where it exploded.’’ 
“ One of the tear-gas grenades hit the 
hijacker square in \he face,’’ passenger 
Jean Martignoni said. When Robert 
arrived in handcuffs at police 
headquarters he had a badly scratch 
cheek. 
Police said Robert had been on proba­ 
tion since being released last March 
from prison, where he had served three 
months of a six-month term for theft. 
Robert told police he wanted to broad­ 
cast a 12-minute message over Radio 
Europe No. 1 and Radio Monte Carlo, 
possibly similar to an incoherent state­ 
ment in favor of liberty and against 
strikes that he aired three years ago over 
the commandeered microphone at Radio 
Luxembourg. 
A reporter for that station spoke to 
Robert during the Orly Airport siege and 
quoted the gunman as saying: “ In 1974 I 
had a small pistol. Today I have a big 
one. Stay out of this.’’ 


U.S.-Soviet move expected on Middle East talks 


Caskets loaded for ¡ourney to U.S.

United Nations. N.Y. (AP) - America 
and the Soviet Union agreed Friday to 
make an “ utmost effort” to bring about 
a Middle East peace conference before 
the end of the year. 
U.S. and Soviet diplomats were 
expected to issue a joint statement over 
the weekend proposing a breakthrough in 
the deadlock over Palestinian represen­ 
tation at Arab-Israeli talks. 
The strategy was mapped out at the 
Soviet mission to the United Nations by 
Secretary of State Cyrus R. Vance and 


Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko. It represented the closest 
cooperation by the two co-chairmen of 
the adjourned Geneva conference since 
its brief meeting in December 1973. 
"We may have something to say about 
this in the next couple of days,” Vance 
told reporters after a 99-minute meeting 
with Gromyko. 
The approach could be centered on 
trying to persuade Israel to approve the 
presence at the peace table of 
Palestinians with links to the Palestine 


Liberation Organization (PLO) but not 
widely identified with the group. 
Vance met later with Israeli Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan. The U.S. 
spokesman, Hodding Carter, said that 
with the discussions continuing “ I cannot 
go into specifics on what was said.” He 
noted that both Vance and Dayan had 
made “ suggestions.” 
Israel has stated repeatedly that it will 
not deal with the PLO. It accuses the 
PLO of being dedicated to the destruc­ 
tion of Israel. 


Revi sed Roget’s Thesaurus bri ngs 
l anguage up to date wi th cul ture 


Madison. N.J (AP) — Do you know what 
a “ grunt” is? What does it mean to “ frag” 
somebody? How about “ transcendental 
meditation” and “ biofeedback? ” 
If you’ve missed these and other 
developments over the past 15 years, the 
new. fourth edition of Roget’s International 
Thesaurus will help you catch up. 
Dr. Robert Chapman, an English 
professor at Drew University, edited the 
new edition. 
“ I reckon I handled about a half million 
words - either deleting old ones or adding 
new ones,” he said in an interview. “ The 
third edition came out in 1962, so this new 
one reflects the history of our culture over 
the past 15 years,” 
One of the old phrases dropped from the 
new edition was “ put through a course of 
sprouts,” which is something like being 
“ put through the mill” 
Also relegated to the outdated pile was; 
“ Yes sirree. Bob” and “ teachify.” 
But the harsher times we live in brought 
terms from the Vietnam war and tRe drug 
culture, "Grunf which replaced “ GI ' as 
the slang description of an infantryman; 
and “ frag ' which during the war meant the 
killing of another soldier — usually an of­ 
ficer — with explosives 
In Vietnam, soldiers who didn’t like an 
officer would blow him up with a grenade as 
he walked in front of them. 
Chapman 


explained. “ They would say, we fragged 
him,’ frag being short for grenade 
fragments ’ 
Biofeedback is a technique of trying to 
control emotional states by training oneself, 
usually with the help of electronic in­ 
struments, to modify involuntary body func­ 
tions such as blood pressure or heartbeat 
Transcendental meditation is an intense 
concentration, often involving the chanting 
of a certain word, intended to bring relief 
from tension and increase awareness. 
In addition to slang terms born in Viet­ 
nam and in the drug and rock cultures. 
Chapman says new words like women’s lib, 
gay power and black power are included. 


Chapman, 56, who helped edit Funk & 
Wagnalls Standard College Dictionary, says 
he cut each page out of the old edition of 
Roget's and pasted it on a board. 
" I had to go through each page and think 
about which terms should be added and 
which should be dropped,” he said. “ It was 
a slow, methodical step-by-step process 
that took me about a calendar year of eight- 
hour days,” 


In addition to his own list of words. Chap­ 
man said he studied research texts, en­ 
cyclopedias, dictionaries and ofher thesauri 
looking for new words. 
Future editions, he said, will be updated 
by computer. 


Violent crime victims may get aid 


Washington lU FL - The House Friday 
passed legislation to provide the first federal 
money to aid victims of violent crimes 
The bill was scaled down during two days 
of debate, however, refelcting strong opposi­ 
tion to the increase in federal spending for a 
program that many members of Congress said 
should be a state responsibility. 
Under the legislation, which passed 192 to 
173 and was sent to the Senate, the federal 
government would reimburse states for 25' > of 
the first $25,000 that they pay to victims of 
various violent crimes. Few states have such 
programs 
Like revenue sharing, it is a growth 
program, said Rep Otis Pike, D-N,Y., one of 
many who expressed skepticism that the costs 
of the program could be held within bounds. 
But Rep Jame^ .Mann. D-S.C., chairman 
of the judiciary subcommittee which wrote the 
bill, said the legislation not only recognized 
society’s obligation to protect the innocent vic­ 
tim but also would lead to fewer unreported 
crimes since victims would be eligible for com­ 
pensation 
Originally the bill would have paid 50' r of 


the first $50,000 of loss, but that was scaled 
back by amendments offered by Reps. Charles 
Wiggins. R-Calif., and Lamar Gudger, D-N.C, 
’I’he bill would cover payments for the vic­ 
tim's medical bills, loss of wages and other 
similar expenses. 
However, the federal money could not be 
used for property loss, pain and suffering, 
costs that would be reimbursed from another 
source or administrative costs 
The total money authorized by the bill akso 
was trimmed down, from $40 million in fiscal 
1978, $50 million in 1979 and $60 million in 1980 
to $25 million in 1978, $30 million in 1979 and $35 
million in 1985 
Before receiving any of the money, states 
would have to pass laws allowing judges to 
•urder the convicted criminal to compensate 
the victim That wa.s added to the bill on an 
amendment by Rep Don Edwards, D-Calif 
Abo added to the bill was an amendment 
by Rep (’aldwell Butler. R-Va., which would 
require anyone who contracted to write a book 
or article with a person convicted of a violent 
crime to place all the proceeds in an escrow 
fund tor the victim. 
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Chicago 7 defendant now federal bureaucrat 


Washington (.AP) — John R. 
Froines, a defendant in the 
Chicago seven antiwar con­ 
spiracy ■trial of the 1960s, has 
joined the Carter administra- 
tion as a $36.000-a-year 
bureaucrat with the Oc­ 
cupational Safety and Health 
Administration 
The Labor Department agen­ 
cy announced the appointment 
Friday in a routine news 
release, describing Froines’ 
expertise in chemistry, in­ 
dustrial hygiene and toxic sub­ 
stances, .No mention was made 
of the trial, at which Froines 
was acquitted. 
PYoines, now 38, was a well- 
known activist in the civil 
rights and antiwar movements 
before moving into academia 
and, more recently, the public 
health field. 
A chemist with a doctorate 
from Yale University, he came 
to ÜSHA from Vermont, where 
he was the state’s occupational 
health director for the past 
three years. 
“ Some people say we in the 
movement have lost and given 
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up . .. but I haven’t changed,’ 
Froines said. “ I ’m still 
working in areas that have 
social and p olitical im ­ 
plications” 


As the first director of 
OSHA’s O ffice of Toxic 
Substances, he will be respon­ 
sible for developing federal 
standards to protect workers 
against toxic substances, such 
as lead and cotton dust. 


“ This job represents a con­ 
tinuity of social commitment,” 
Froines said in a telephone in­ 
terview from Harvard Univer­ 
sity’s School of Public Health, 
where he was attending a 
meeting. 


"A healthy workplace is the 
goal, and science the strategy, 
instead of demonstrations or 
conventions.” 


Froines, who sports a neatly 
trimmed mustache and wears 
gold-rim glasses, joins several 
other well-known antiwar or 
civil rights activists now on the 
federal payroll. 


Chief among them is Sam 
Brow n, the d irecto r of 
ACTION, the government 
agency that coordinates the 
government 
antipoverty 
programs here and abroad, in­ 
cluding the Peace Corps. 


Brown headed the 1969 stop- 
the-war Moratorium, 


Of the defendants in the 
burlesque 1969 Chicago Seven 
trial, only Froines and Lee 
Weiner were acquitted of all 
the charges of conspiracy to in- 
cite 
rio t at the 
1968 
Democratic Convention in 
Chicago. However, Froines 
later served two weeks in jail 
for contempt of court. 


Froines helped organize the 
huge May Day demonstration 
in Washington in 1971, and 
campaigned for George 
M 'cGovern, 
the 
1972 
Democratic presidential can­ 
didate. 


His appointment as director 
of the Verm ont H ealth 
Department’s Division of Oc­ 


cupational Health in 1974 was 
delayed temporarily by some 
hostile public reaction. But 
before he resigned last August, 
former Vermont Gov. Thomas 
P. Salmon, who once opposed 
Froines’ selection, prais^ him 


as “ an exemplary public ser­ 
vant.” 
In joining OSHA, Froines 
competed for the job through 
the Civil Service selection 
system and was ranked the 
most qualified. 


Froines oversees an O SHA office. 
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Where have all the raging radicals gone? 


Washington (AP) — Nine 
years ago. the Chicago Seven 
were m the vanguard of the an­ 
tiwar movement, a strange 
conglomeration of university 
activists, a pair of long-hair^ 
Vippies, a Black Panther and a 
middle-age pacifist. 
Today, almost a decade after 
the demonstrations at the 1968 
Democratic Convention in 
Chicago that brought them to 
fame, they hold down oc­ 
cupations ranging from author 
to fugitive to insurance broker, 
John Froines, the 38-year-old 
chemist now a top official in 
the the U.S. Occupational 
Health andSafety Administra­ 
tion, IS not the only Chicago 
conspiracy defendant with a 
taste for government, 
There is Tom Hayden, who 
helped form Students for a 
Demoi'ratic Six'iety in the ear- 


ly 1960s, and Bobby Seale, a co­ 
founder of the Black Panther 
party who was the "Chicago 
Eighth.” 
Seale, an original defendent 
in the Chicago trial, was 
shackled and gagged for in­ 
sisting on his right to serve as 
his own counsel, and then 
separated from the others, 
who then became known as the 
Chicago Seven. 
Seale ran for mayor of 
Oakland, Calif., in 1973 and 
lost. He is no longer active in 
the Black Panther party. 
There was gossip, never con­ 
firmed, that Seale was in 
Washington last winter seeking 
a federal job. 
Last year Hayden ran in 
C alifo rn ia’s Dem ocratic 
primary for the U.S. Senate 
from California on a platform 
stressin g 
econom ic 


democracy. He lost to then- 
Sen, Gene Tunney, but polled 
1.5 million votes. 
He lives in California, with 
his wife, actress Jane Fonda, 
and now heads a statewide 
political group, Campaign for 
Economic Democracy. 
David Dellinger, a lifelong 
pacifist, criticized Hayden’s 
Senate race, saying that 
building a leftist movement 
through more traditional 
grassroots organizing was 
more important. 
Dellinger, 62, the longtime 
editor of Liberation magazine, 
launched a new publication 
last year, a weekly news 
magazine called “ Seven 
Days.” 
Abbie Hoffman, the New 
York activist who wrote 
"Revolution for the Hell Of 
It,” and a Yippie primer called 


“ Steal This Book,” jumped 
bail on drug charges in 1973 
and became a fugitive. 
In interviews given on the 
run, Hoffman has contended 
that the charges were trumped 
up and insisted that he is still 
doing political work in the un­ 
derground. 
Hoffman now is listed as 
"travel editor” of Crawdaddy 
magazine and recently wrote 
an article for Penthouse 
magazine describing his tour 
of the new FB I building in 
Washington. 
Jerry Rubin, Hoffman’s 
longtime Yippie pal, has shorn 
his famous locks, whipped his 
39-year-old body into shape and 
written a book about a “ per­ 
sonal awareness and growth” 
movement he has joined. 
The most surprising turn 
was made by Rennie Davis, 37, 


the organizing genius who 
planned some of the biggest 
and most successful antiwar 
demonstrations of the 1960s. 
Davis emerged as a disciple 
of the teenage Indian guru 
Maharaj Ji and recently took a 
position at John Hancock In­ 
surance Co. in Denver. 
Lee Weiner always stayed in 
the background. He was the 
least well known of the 
Chicago defendents. 


Weiner, judged innocent 
with Froines when the five 
others were convicted of con­ 
spiracy, Is a psychotherapist in 
New York City. 


The convictions of the five 
defendants were later 
reversed on appeal and the 
govenment dropped the case, 
as well as the charges against 
Seale.

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Pope tells bishops he won’t quit 
PersonaiM** 


Vatican City (AP) - Pope Paul VI told 
his bishops from around the world Friday 
that he intends to remain as head of the 
Roman Catholic Church. 
There had been speculation he might 
resign because of age. He was 80 Monday. 
Addressing the Fifth World Synod of 
Bishops, the pontiff said that, as long as he 
lives, "we intend to dedicate our forces 
for the good of the Church." 
The Pope earlier told the 204 prelates 
that today’s world has an "unconscious 
yearning” for God. 
The bishops from 93 countries will spend 
a month grappling with the problems of 
religious education — how to teach a 
generation of children and young people in 
an increasingly secular society and in a 
Roman Catholic Church in the midst of 
great change. 
Vatican observers said the bishops 
would probably discuss other important 
subjects informally, including the general 
state of the Church and possible 
successors to Pope Paul, who turned 80 
last Monday. 
Forty-eight of the 118 cardinals eligible 
to vote for the next pope are taking part in 
the synod. 


The pontiff’s 18-minute sermon in Latin, 
delivered in the Sistine Chapel under 
frescoes by Michelangelo, set the tone for 
the synod’s deliberations. 
He said contemporary man seems 
"hostile, indifferent, and deaf to our 
words, even though in fact one can often 
detect in this attitude an unconscious 
yearning, a real and deeply felt search for 
God.” 


The great progress of civilization and 
science has a twofold effect, the Pope said 
— the disappearance of manmade 
religions as unnecessary to explain the 
world and, at the same time, a greater 
awareness of the “ mysteries of the 
cosmos” and the ultimate enigma of life 
without God. 


"If such is the case, dearest brothers — 
as indeed our pastoral experience and the 
simplest psychological inquiry bears out 
— our mission can still find a very warm 
welcome,” he said. 
Pain flashed across the face of the pon­ 
tiff, who suffers from the joint disease 
arthrosis, as he bent to kiss the chapel 
altar at the beginning of a Mass that for­ 
mally opened the synod. 


But he spoke in a strong voice and said 
neither he nor the bishops could abandon 
their “ immense” mission. There had been 
speculation the Pope might step down 
once he reached 80, the retirement age he 
has set for cardinals. 


The bishops will discuss a working docu­ 
ment developed from the suggestions of 
various national episcopal conferences 
throughout the world. After a general 
review and then working-group sessions 
on the document, the bishops will present 
their recommendations to the Pope for 
promulgation. 
The recommendations are likely to be of 
a general nature to avoid imposing a 
single solution to an educational situation 
as complex as the countries and cultures 
the bishops represent, observers said. 
Any controversy likely to develop during 
the debates will probably arise from a con­ 
flict between those who stress doctrinal 
content and those more concerned with 
the manner of presentation. 


A spokesman for the eight U.S. par­ 
ticipants in the synod said they were likely 
to give equal emphasis to the two 
elements. 


U.S.-North Korea meeting proposed 


Washington (U PI) — Presi­ 
dent Carter Friday received a 
message from North Korea 
proposing a meeting between 
U.S. and North Korean of­ 
ficials. He said he would attend 
such a meeting personally, 
provided South Korean leaders 
are included. 
The invitation was conveyed 
by visiting Yugoslav leader 
Edvard Kardelj, who also told 
Carter that President Tito has 
accepted a U.S. invitation to 
visit Washington in the spring. 
“ I would like to meet with 
the North Koreans if the South 
Koreans can participate,” 
Carter told Karkelj in the 
presence of reporters during a 
ceremonial photo-taking ses­ 
sion. 
K arkelj, a member of 


Y u g o slavia’s co lle ctive 
presidential body, had just 
delivered a letter from Tito on 
the subject. 
The Yugoslav president 
recently completed a trip to 
the Soviet Union, China and 
North Korea. Carter said 
Tito’s letter “ will be very help­ 
ful.” 
In July, the United States 
and North Korea broke a two- 
decade pattern of hostile con­ 
frontations by using quiet 
diplomacy to settle an incident 
in which the North Koreans 
shot down an unarmed U.S. 
helicopter. 


The K a rd e lj m eeting 
preceded C arter’s late- 
afternoon departure for Camp 
David, the Maryland mountain 


retreat, where he was spen­ 
ding the weekend. 
Comm enting on U.S.- 
Yugoslav relations, Carter 
said, "One of the basic foun­ 
dations of our foreip policy is 
our 
frien d sh ip 
w ith 
Yugoslavia. We’d like for 
President Tito to visit us. and 
we hope to work out a date.” 
“ He has accepted and is 
planning to come in the 
spring,” Kardelj replied. 
A fter th eir hour-long 
m eeting, K a rd e lj told 
reporters Carter would send a 
member of his Cabinet to 
Yugoslavia. White House of­ 
ficials, however, said it was 
not known which of the 12 
Cabinet officers would go. 
On the North Korean matter. 
National Security Adviser 


Zbigniew Brzezinski told 
reporters "we are not seeking 
a meeting with North Korea. 
‘‘If Korean matters are 
going to be discussed, and that 
presumably would be the only 
point of any discussion 
between the United States and 
the government of North 
Korea, then quite clearly the 
Republic of South Korea . . . 
ought to be present. 
“ We are not going to be par­ 
ty either to the isolation or the 
undermining of South Korea.” 
Carter has taken pains to 
reassure the Seoul govern­ 
ment, and warn the North 
Koreans, that his plan to 
withdraw U.S. ground forces 
from South Korea should not 
be interpreted as a weakening 
of American commitment.

Washington (U PI) - A proposal to phase out controls on 
natural gas prices survived a test vote in a filibuster-weary 
Senate Friday, but opponents immediately resumed delaying 
tactics. 
Backers of the deregulation plan by Sens. James Pearson, 
R-Kan., and Lloyd Bentsen, D-Tex., defeated an attemt>t to 
kill the bill by a vote of 50 to 44. 
That kept the legislation alive and left the Senate frozen 
into a double filibuster mounted by opposing sides of the 
drawn-out natural gas debate. 
Asked after the vote whether his compromise forces have 
a chance to stop those who favor deregulation. Sen. Henry 
Jackson, D-Wash., said, " I don’t think we can.” 
"The proper form for this is the (House-Senate) con­ 
ference,” Jackson said. 
Still apparently unable to strike a compromise, the Senate 
finally recessed for the night at 7:21 p.m. CDT. However, the 
filibustering senators relaxed their vigil long enough for 
several routine or necessary bills to pass. 
The three major bills to clear the Senate in short order were 
an increase in the national debt ceiling which expired at mid­ 
night Friday, an extension of the Civil Rights Commission 
which would have expired at midnight Friday, and a |3,2 
billion authorization for the interstate highway program. 
The House earlier approved President Carter’s proposal 
of increasing the price of new natural gas to $1.75 per thousand 
cubic feet and then letting it rise gradually. That bill does not 
provide for deregulation. 
The deregulation plan would put newly produced gas un­ 
der a ceiling of approximately $2.50 per thousand cubic feet, 
compared with the current $1.45, and would lift that ceiling in 
two years on gas from onshore wells. New offshore gas would 
be freed in five years. 
The test vote followed futile, day-long efforts by the 
Senate leadership to get rid of the ammunition — hundreds of 
delaying amendments — both sides were using in the two-way 
filibuster and move the chamber toward a vote on the main 
legislation. 
Eleven times Democratic leader Robert Byrd tried to get 
a Senate agreement to consider certain serious amendments, 
and 11 times a senator objected. 
Byrd slapped a stack of amendments the size of the 
Washington phone book down on his desk and gave up the 
attempt. 
The Senate was spinning its wheels just as it had been for 
several days, droning through one delaying amendment after 
another so that neither side — pro or anti-deregulation of 
natural gas — could get its favored bill to the floor. 
Nebraska GOP Sen. Carl Curtis voted against tabling the 
deregulation plan, while Democratic Sen. Edward Zorinsky 
was paired against the amendment in a strategy with three 
other senators, although no vote was cast by the four.

If the Repu blican National Com­

Washington — Team sters boss Frank Fitzsim m ons and 
ex -Attornev General Richard Kleindienst will be the star 
witnesses in a new Senate dram a nex t month. They hav e 
already been qu estioned behind closed doors abou t th eir role 
in a mu lti-million-dollar insu rance scandal. 
Sou rces close to the inv estigation say Fitzsim m ons and 
Kleindienst told Senate inv estigators conflicting stories. The 
Senate Perm anent Inv estigations su bcom mittee will try to 
clear u p the discrepancies by pu tting both men on the 
witness stand. 
Fitzsimmons, who is u su ally fou nd on the defensiv e in 
Washington proceedings, will be cast in the u nfam iliar role 
of the accu ser. He is fu ll of righteou s indignation ov er an 
alleged scheme to defrau d the Team sters’ w elfare fu nd. 
The complex case inv olv es the insu rance cov erage for 
Team sters in 33 states. This amou nts to a staggering $2.6 
billion worth of insu rance bu siness. After a few well-placed 
phone calls by Kleindienst. the contract went to Old Secu rity 
Life Insu rance Company . 
K leindienst, a wou nded political w a rh orse still 
ret'ov ering from the Nix on debacle, collected $125,000 for his 
phone calls. This was his half of a $250,000 ‘‘finders’ fee” for 
helping the company land the contract. 
Kleindienst told Senate inv estigators earlier this month 
his $125.000 serv ice to Old Secu rity consisted of sev eral 
telephone calls to Fitzsimmons u rging him to aw ard the con­ 
tract to the company . Bu t the Team sters chief reportedly 
told the inv estigators Kleindienst did not ask him to swing 
the insu rance contract to Old Secu rity . 
The company got the contract despite the opposition of 
sev eral Team sters officials who reportedly wanted to giv e 
the bu siness to Pru dential Insu rance Company of America. 
The Senate inv estigators are try ing to determ ine w hether 
the lu crativ e contract was awarded becau se of a backdoor 
deal. 


The form er attorney general acknowledged telling 
Senate inv estigators that he made sev eral telephone calls 
u rging Fitzsimmons to grant the insu rance bu siness to Old 
Secu rity . His $125,000 share of the finders’ fee. he said, went 
to his law firm, not to himself Despite Team sters demands 
that the fee be retu rned, Kleindienst told u s he has no inten­ 
tion of giv ing back the money . 
Footnote; Fitzsimmons acknowledged th at he "v isited” 
the Senate su bcommittee, bu t refu sed to comm ent on what 
he told the inv estigators.

This is the implication, at least, of 
the strategy the righ tists are u sing — 
with astonishing su ccess — in dealing 
with Congress this y ear. Somewhat 
ov ersim plied, th at strategy is to 
ov erw h elm th e politic ia ns w ith 
"ev idence" th at th e popu lar will 
demands a particu lar decision on an 
issu e. 
The most obv iou s cu rrent ex ample is. 
of cou rse, the campaign to defeat the 
Panam a Canal treaties, the core of 
which IS a Hood of mail to those 
senators who might appear politically 
su sceptible to pressu re. Bu t the same 
approach has been u sed, along with 
oth er tactics, to pu t th e h eat on 
Congress on su ch div erse issu es as 
common situ s picketing, pu blic finan- 
<ing of congressional elections and 
abortion And it will be u sed on the 
(ju « >stions in the months ahead if it is 
perceiv ed as su ccessfu l. 
The conv entional response of the 
{Militicians in Congress is predictable. 
The organized mail, they alway s say , is 


often less a reflection of the national 


W ill on an issu e than a reflection of the 
skill and financing of the organizers 
Hu t the tact is. and they know it. that in 
a close call, .some of their colleagu es 
inev itably are influ enced by whoev er is 
making the most noise. Indeed, the 
recognition of th at reality is what has 
prom pte d som e of th e politic a l 
professionals on the other side of su ch 
issu es 
organized labor, for ex ample 
— to adopt the sam e tactics. 


Bu t this IS the wrong rationale for 
political independence We don't elect 
s e n a tor s and c on g re s s m e n , or 
presidents eith er, with an inju nction 
th at they shou ld take the tem peratu re 
of their constitu encies ev ery few day s 
and v ote accordingly . We elect them 
with the ex pectation instead th at they 
will ex ercise their best ju dgment on an 
issu e, w h atev er the clim ate back 
home And the political landscape is 
littered with the bodies of politicians 
who tried to react to ev ery change in 
the wind. 


The Panam a Canal is a classic ex am ­ 
ple of the kind of decision that cannot 
be rationally m ade by m easu ring 
decibel lev els. The treaties are com­ 
plex , and th e issu e s fa r m ore 
.sophisticated than whether or not ou r 
national manhood is being tested by

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■-.ome tinh orn dictator, as Ronald 
Reagan su ggests. There are indeed 
v alid argu m ents that can be made 
against the treaties, bu t the findings of 
the opinion polls are not among them. 
It sm acks of elitism to say most v oters 
don't hav e the information on which to 
base an intelligent ju dgment abou t the 
canal, bu t it is accu rate, nonetheless. 


On domestic qu estions, th ere is still 
another elem ent in the equ ation One of 
the responsibilities of th e federal 
gov ernment is to correct inequ ity in 
ou r socdety . And by its v ery natu re, any 
step to redress a griev ance of a minori­ 
ty IS u nlikely to hav e m ajority su pport 
in an opinion su rv ey . Bu t th at doesn’t 
mean su ch steps shou ld not be taken 
On the contrary , th at is one of the 
reason we hav e a federal gov ernment. 
None of this shou ld su ggest that 
politicians can ignore th e ir con­ 
stitu ents. If. ov er a period of time, any 
elected official is consistently wrong­ 
headed, he is going to be sent home to 
Indianapolis to practice law, heav en 
forbid Bu t no office-holder can ju stify 


m aking a pa rtic u la r decision on 
any thing bu t the m erits of the issu e 
They do it. of cou rse, all the tim e, bu t 
they cannot ju stify it. 
The most pressu re these day s u su ally 
comes from the conserv ativ es, tor 
sev eral reasons. For one thing, they 
are better organized and financed than 
the leftists. For another, they hav e the 
zeal among their followers "that is es­ 
sential to su ch campaigns. They are 
u su ally lining u p against something 
rath er than tor it, and it is alway s 
easier in these tim es to enlist critics of 
the gov ernment's plans than optim ists 
with any faith that gov ernment actions 
can solv e a problem.

Lincoln c ampus site

The surveyor’s stakes are being pounded 
down. Work has begun on the Southeast Com­ 
munity College (SCO Lincoln campus building. 
Delayed almost one year by a citizens' law 
suit, the almost 16 million technical school 
should be ready for the estimated 1,600 
vocational students by June, 1979, SCC ad­ 
ministrators announced Friday morning. 
Surrounded by color drawings of the one- 
story brick building, SCC top officials, who have 
planned, studied, worked and sweated over the 
location and design of the two-year school’s new 
building for almost two years, listed the new 
facility's benefits. 
The 18 5.000-square foot building is “barrier 
free” for handicapped students, it has energy 
saving techniques such as using lights as a 
supplemental heat source. The 8 6th and 0 St. 
location is close to bus services. 
The mechanical systems have been designed 
to adapt to solar energy systems, and the new 
building will combine three current technical 
libraries, according to David Buettner, Lincoln 
campus director. 
“We re trying to set an example for the 
state and nation on what a technical community 
college library is supposed to be like," he said. 
“ There are larger spaces for some 
programs and more appropriate space for all 
programs.” said Buettner. 
B uettner also described the simple, 
economical construction for the vocational in­ 
struction building, which will cost “slightly 
more than $25 per square foot. " 
The location of the building has been sur­ 
rounded by controversy since the SCC board 
decided that Lincoln's Whittier Junior High 
School could not be remodeled easily or inexpen­ 
sively into a vocational school. The board 
decided to build at Lincoln s eastern edge, next 
to the Steven s Creek watershed. 
Some citizens have voaclly objected to the 
location, which they fear will lead to more 
State Digest 


development in the watershed area. 
A law suit in Lancaster County District 
Court successfully challenged the bidding 
system used to select the building contractor 
and architect delaying construction through the 
summer. 
The lawsuit and the delay added to the price 
of the building. There were $117,(XX) in construc­ 
tion cost increases, $20,(XX) to $25,000 in direct 
costs associated with the court action, an extra 
year’s rent, and more money for higher interest 
rates, according to SCC attorney Doug Curry. 
Currently the Lincoln campus, which served 
15,900 adults last year, is spread across nine 
community facilities at an annual rental cost of 
more than $28 4,000. 
Surveying work at the 117-acre site began 
Thursday after an agreement was reached 
between the board and the SCC Educational 
F'oundation, which is building the facility, said 
Robert Eicher, SCC president. 
The SCC board will purchase the building on 
contract over the next three years, using money 
from a one-mill tax levy allowed by state law for 
building purposes, he said. 
An annexation ordinance, putting only the 
building site within the city limits, has been in­ 
troduced in City Council by Joe Hampton, Curry 
said. 
Annexation will allow the school to hook into 
city water and sewage facilities. 
The campus will use about 40 acres of the 
117-acre tract, and the building itself will sit on a 
hill about 8 8 0 feet from 8 4th St., said Buettner. 
Some of the remaining land may eventually 
be made into park and recreation areas for use 
by both students and Lincoln residents, Eicher 
explained 
Though the new building will consolidate 
most SCC programs, the school will continue to 
offer adult education programs, at Lincoln 
public schools and some health-related training 
may remain at hospital locations and at tne Lin­ 
coln Medical Education Foundation Center, 
formerly the Bethesda Hospital. 


Battered spouses re late 
life in overwhelming fe ar 
In hPln vou eet on vou 
Scottsbluff (AP) - “ I am a battered 
wife,” the woman said in a composed voice as 
she testified at a hearing on spouse abuse 
before the Unicameral’s Judiciary Committee. 
Asking that she not be identified, the 
woman, one of several witnesses testifying in 
favor of emergency aid for battered spouses 
who attempt to escape the situation, described 
the problems and fears of abused spouses. 
“The fear is overwhelming,” she said. She 
said fear is one reason many women victims 
don’t follow through with charges against their 
husbands. 


“They are in a constant state of fear and 
have heard threats for so long they just don’t 
know what to do. He says ‘If you leave me I’ll 
find you and kill you’ and you begin to believe 
he will,” she said. 
The woman then described for Scottsbluff 
Sen. William Nichol and others at the hearing 
what she went through when she finally 
decided she could take no more of the violence. 
“ Once you get the courage to leave, you’re 
afraid he’ll come after you .. . What you need 
is a safe place to go and someone to give you 
immediate emotional support. You need an 
emergency loan fund because you probably 


don’t have any money to help you get on your 
feet And you need some kind of hot line to call, 
where a trained person can give you some com­ 
fort,” the woman said. 
An abused woman needs someone to help 
her through the court procedure it she decides 
to press charges, the woman said. 
Another abused wife, who said she was 
seeking a divorce after almost 40 years of 
marriage, called for quick action by law en­ 
forcement officers and the courts in dealing 
with spouse abuse. 
“You have a restraining order and he com­ 
es back and beats you. You file a contempt 
citation and 30 days later you get a hearing. It s 
too late by then,” the second woman said 
Scotts Bluff County Judge James Macken 
proposed a family court to deal with all 
domestic relatio ns including abuse and 
divorce. 
, 
“ It would be a broadening of the juvenile 
court concept and the cost could be minimal. 


The court also would protect confidentiali­ 
ty of the victims and their abusers as does the 
juvenile court. He said public notoriety is one 
deterrent to the reporting of cases of spouse 
abuse.

Lexington (AP) — A district judge says 
murder suspect Dennis L. Sell, 32, of Lexington 
was the beneficiary of a plea bargain earlier 
this month. 


Dawson County District Judge Keith Win- 
drum said Dawson County Atty. Willard 
Weinhold moved Sept. 20 to dismiss a first- 
degree sexual assault charge against Sell in 
connection with the alleged rape June 17 of a 
woman at Johnson Lake. 


The same day. Sell pleaded guilty to 
breaking and entering with intent to commit 
rape in connection with the same case. 


Sell was charged Wednesday with first- 
degree murder in the death of Ruth Eby, 32, of 
Lexington. 
Windrum said the first-degree assault 
charge wouldn’t necessarily have led to a 
stiffer sentence against Sell had he been tried 
for the Johnson Lake case and found guilty. 
The judge said only if the assault had led to 
physical injury would a first-degree conviction 
produce a longer sentence. 


Sell remained free after Sept, 20 after 
posting 10% of a $10,000 bond imposed in the 
Johnson Lake charges.

Committe e maps out time table for gasohol s tudy

By Halloween, the State Gasohol 
Committee hopes to have figured out 
what it wants included in its $60,(XX) 
marketing study of gasohol. 
By Christmas, the committee hopes 
to have a consulting firm selected and 
by New Year’s, the study should be 
underway. And, before summer of­ 
ficially arrives, the committee hopes 
to be able to have the magic answer to 
that elusive question — does gasohol 
have a future in Nebraska? 
That tim etable of events was 
revealed by Gasohol Administrator 
Charles Fricke Friday, who noted 
that the University of Nebraska’s 
Bureau of Business Research will 


help write up the rough draft of study 
specifications. 
The seven members of the Gasohol 
Committee met Friday to begin the 
ground work on the study by finding 
out what the public thinks should be 
studied. Not too many attended the 
hearing, but those that did suggested 
the only way to make gasohol com­ 
petitive with gasoline in price is 
through subsidies. 
State Sen. George “ Bill” Burrows 
of Adams pointed o l í the oil industry 
receives a subsidy allowance as oil 
reserves are depleted. In order for 
gasohol to become competitive with 
gasoline. Burrows said farmers also 
are entitled to subsidies for their 
crops. 


Increased use of gasohol would 
reduce .America's dépendance on 
foreign oil imports and help make 
Americans more dependent upon 
themselves for energy, he claimed. 
Burrows said he thinks his fellow 
senators would pass legislation gran­ 
ting subsidies to Nebraska farmers if 
“it can be shown there is some benefit 
to them. ' 
Representatives of several con­ 
sulting firms also appeared to either 
ask for clarification or to make 
suggestions on the possible direction 
of the marketing study. 
Stuart Russell, an environmental 
engineer for the Omaha firm of Hen- 
ningson, Durham & Richardson, said 
the study should uncover what price 


Nebraskans would be willing to pay 
for a gallon of gasohol. Russell said 
the study also should report on how 
many plants would have to be built 
and the type of transpo rtatio n 
network needed to ship the grain to 
the plants. 
Information on the gasohol market 
would have to be combined with 
technical data compiled on gasohol. 
“ To date, this has not been tied 
together. ” he told the committee. 
Russell said his firm would join 
with Selection Research Inc., of Lin­ 
coln in conducting the study as a joint 
project. 
Bill Jackson, an analyst for Selec­ 
tion Research, said one of the crucial 
details for the consulting firm to con­ 


sider is all the information compiled 
to date on production and marketing 
of the fuel blend. 
“There should be no assumptions 
made.” he said. 
E.A. Kirchner, an engineer for 
Arthur G McKee & Co. in Chicago, 
said, “the project seems to be ill- 
defined.” 
Before his firm would place a bid on 
doing the job, he said, he would need 
more information on what is expected 
“ It's obvious that the (gasohol) 
project is marginally feasible.” 
Kirchner said. 
“ If it was a bonanza, you wouldn’t 
need to be here because private in­ 
dustry would be swarming all over 
Nebraska.”

The amiable farme r, with bright white 
hair, bright blue eyes and a farme r’s suntan 
defined by short shirt sleeves and a Big Red 
cornseed cap, settled into his rocker. The story 
of his life cle arly wou ld take a while to te ll. 
His life story includes barnstorming with 
Charles Lindbergh, combining stu nt flying and 
semi-pro baseball with flights around the coun­ 
try. bu ilding airplanes in his milo fie ld in the 
e arly 1920s and selling loads of hogs and corn to 
finance his aviation inventions. 
The best place to start Fre y’s story is with 
recolle ctions of his childhood when his family 
was trave ling to the fair in a carriage pu lled by 
a team of white horses. En rou te, a hot air 
balloon landed and the balloonist hitched a ride 
with them to town. 


Harry Fre y of Humboldt 
. . . manu factu re d e arly plane s 


When he was six, Fre y said he and his 
sister practiced parachu te ju mping off a wind­ 
mill using his mother’s big black u mbrella. 
In 1912, he watched in fascination as a 
plane made of bamboo poles landed in the Falls 
City ballpark. 
Having thus developed a love of flight, it 
seemed natu ral that he wou ld bu ild two 
gliders. “ I wrecked them up in the hills,” he 
said. 
Like wise it seemed natu ral that he had 
Errol Bahl of Hu mboldt, who had trained army 
pilots in World War I, teach him to fly. 
“ The first time I was up nearly came to be 
my last,” Fre y recalled. He didn’t know it at 
the time but "when Errol trained pilots, he 
tested them by tu rning the son of a gun upside 
down and then told them to straighten it ou t.” 
“ I didn’t,” Fre y recalled, although Bahl 
did. 
On the trip home, the motor started mis­ 
sing. The plane barely cleared a fence and got 
tangled in wires. Bahl crawled ou t on the wing 
and unhooked the wire s from the ailerons while 
Fre y piloted the plane. 
In spite of an ove rly e ventfu l first day in 
the air, Bahl and Fre y bought an OX-5 Jenny 
for $500 and traveled the cou ntry together. 
Fre y played semi-pro baseball and Bahl did 
stu nt flying. 
On one trip to Lincoln to get airplane parts, 
they me t Charles Lindbergh who was taking 
flying lessons at Ray Page’s Lincoln Standard 
Aircraft Corporation. 
Lindbergh, e xtre mely discontent, Fre y 
said, because he hadn't been allowed to solo, 
related his plight to the two. 
And. Fre y said, he talked Bahl into le tting 
Lindbe rgh come with the m to line up 
passengers for the stu nt flying. Bahl told 
Lindbergh if he wou ld barnstorm with them, he 
would le t him solo, Fre y said. 
Lindbergh was paid a dollar a day and slept 
under the plane at night, Fre y said. “ I trie d to 
get him to come and stay here at the farm bu t 
he wou ldn’t do it.” 
Lindbergh soloed in the ir plane in a fie ld 
north of Hu mboldt, Fre y said, in the su mmer 
of 1922. 
That fall, the three got stu nt flying con­ 
tracts. 
Bu t before they took off on the ir trave ls, 
Lindbergh performed a triple-parachu te ju mp 
at the Hu mboldt fall fe stival. 
The next spring, Lindbergh went to Kansas 
and Fre y lost contact with him u ntil his re tu rn 
from his solo flight across the Atlantic in 1927. 
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Fre y (c e nte r) in front of his firs t plane in 1926 with he lpe rs 
Edwin Ros s (le ft) and AAe lv in Coate s . 


When Lindbergh stopped in St. Joseph on 
his triu mphant tou r across the cou ntry, Fre y 
had a chance to show him his “ Red Bird,” the 
plane he had designed and Lindy “ took it up for 
a spin.” 


It was in St. Joseph that Lindbergh wrote 
his famous note, 
“ I made it,” which was 
dropped over the Lincoln airport. 


“ I was the re when he wrote the note,” 
Fre y said. Melvin Coates, Fre y’s mechanic, 
supplied the pen, paper and bolt to weight down 
the note. 


Fre y said he remembers Lindbergh as 
“ ju st plain bashfu l.” a man so shy he crossed 
the stree t rathe r than walk past a young 
woman, a man who moved as far away as 
possible from women when he was eating 
meals in the Hu mboldt cafe. 


Bu t Fre y’s friendship with Lindbergh is 
only a small part of the story of Fre y and avia­ 
tion. 


Fre y designed many planes, two of which 
were actu ally manu factu red. The first, the 
Lark, was bu ilt in several places inclu ding Lin­ 
coln. Its first landing was on the main street of 
Bern, Kan., in 1919. Abou t 37 were made with 
manu factu ring ending afte r a move to Denver. 
Shortly the re afte r, the plant burned. 
Fre y got a patent for his next plane in 1923, 
the first patent, he says, for a complete plane. 
That plane, the Red Bird, so named “ ju st 
because I like red birds for some reason,” 
Frey said, was licensed and flown in 1926, Fre y 
had two helpers, Edwin Ross of Weber, Kan., 
and mechanic Melvin Coates of Hardy. 
The first plane bu ilt on the Fre y farm 


carrie d more than 6,000 passengers in two 
years. “ Edwin did the flying, Melvin did the 
wing walking and 
I played ball,” Fre y said of 
the days when they were trave ling and taking 
up passengers two at a time . 


One time , he remembered, Ross was 
piloting the plane and Coates walked out on one 
wing. One of the Freys three childre n, Harlan, 
who was fou r at the time , mimicked Coates 
and walked ou t on the othe r wing. Coates 
managed to pu ll him to safety and the feat was 
recorded in Aviation magazine as a record for 
the youngest wing walke r. 


Chambers of commerce all over the coun­ 
try vied for the Red Bird factory and Fre y also 
has le tters from Russia and Germany in­ 
q u iring about the plane. 
Oklahoma City made Fre y and the finan­ 
cial backers an offe r they cou ldn’t refuse. The 
factory produced seven planes and parts of 
others when the stock marke t crashed in 1929. 


“ There we were. We cou ldn’t buy. We 
cou ldn’t sell. It’s hard to te ll people now what 
it was like then.” 
The factory closed and Fre y came back to 
his farm He’s been farming ever since. 
He stopped playing baseball, still one of his 
gre at loves, at age 56. 
Through all of this, his wife, Martha, now 
79, was close by. She was responsible for con­ 
ve rting her sewing machine to a coping saw in 
order to jigsaw the plywood for the plane 
frame , Fre y said. She was the one who sewed 
the seven cents a yard mu slin to cover the 
frame. 
"Harry's so helpless in the house,’ 
said.

Othe r le ads police we re in­ 
ve stigating we re personal ite ms 
belonging to Davis that were found at 
a car wash in Omaha. The ite ms had 
stains that appeared to be blood, 
Davis’ car also had stains in the 
tru nk that could be bloodstains, police 
said. 


Davis, who moved from Lincoln, 
has worked for the Urban League for 
about one month, police said. 
Afte r coming to Lincoln in e arly 
1976, Davis served as execu tive direc­ 
tor of the Lincoln Opportu nities In­ 
du strialization Center. 
Prior to that time , he served as 
regional commissioner for social and 
re habilitation service in the Kansas 
City regional office of the Depart­ 
me nt of He alth, Edu cation and 
Welfare.

(Jrand Island (AP) — Be r­ 
nard Schae ffe r of Grand 
Island, who tu rne d 17 two 
weeks ago. was sentenced to 
life in prison Friday by a three- 
judge district cou rt panel that 
had been asked to impose the 
death penalty. 
Hall Cou nty District Judge 
L W. Ke lly Jr. also sentenced 
George Lanzendorf, 16, also of 
Grand Island, to 25 years in 
prison for his participation in 
the robbery and shooting death 
ot a hardware dealer. 
The bu llet-ridden body of 
Donald N Beery, 28, Grand 
Island, was found in a sandpit 
about three miles west of town 
Mav 19, the day afte r he was 
shot to death Au thorities said 
Beery was shot 18 times with a 
,22-caliber pistol. 
Ke lly said the three judges 
decided that Schaeffer s age 
and his lack of a previous crim­ 
inal record were mitigating 
circu mstances keeping them 
from sentencing the youth to 
die in the e le ctric chair. 
Ke lly said, however, that the 
mu rde r of Beery was com­ 
mitte d to conceal the robbery 


and “ that seemed to be the 
sole purpose of the crime .” 


He also noted that the state 
Supreme Cou rt, which auto­ 
matically reviews all death 
sentences, had overtu rned the 
se ntence of a 16-year-oId 
Omaha you th, commu ting the 
death penalty to life imprison­ 
ment partly because of the 
you th’s age. 
Schae ffer, flanke d by his 
parents du ring sentencing, won 
the Boy Scouts of Ame rica’s 
highest honor, the “ God and 
Cou ntry Award,” ju st 2*2 
years ago. 
When Ke lly said Schaeffer 
wou ld be sent to prison for life 
instead of sentenced to death, 
the youth tu rned to his parents 
an<l embraced them. 
Lanzendorf pleaded gu ilty to 
second degree mu rde r for his 
part in the crime and was sen­ 
tenced to 25 years in prison He 
had faced a maximu m te rm of 
life imprisonment. 
Lanze ndorf had admitte d 
helping Schaeffer rob Beery 
bu t said he did not shoot the 
hardware dealer. 


The two youths were accused 
of robbing Beery at his hard­ 
ware store. Schaeffer, accord­ 
ing to cou rt records, told Judge 
Ke lly that he and Lanzendorf 
drove Beery to the sandpit 
where Schaeffer emptied two 
clip s of bu lle ts in the 
shooting. 
Schaeffer’s attorney, Tom 
Wagoner, had asked Ke lly and 
the other two judges, Ke ith 
Windru m of Gothenburg and 
William Blue of Lincoln, to 
sentence the youth to life in 
prison rathe r than the death 
penalty because of his age. 


Hall County Atty. Sam Grim- 
minge r had asked for the death 
penalty. 


Edith Beery, the victim’s 
widow, was pre sent in the 
cou rtroom for the sentencing 
and said she had expected 
Schaeffer to get life in prison 
and for Lanzendorf to get 
“ around 20 years.” 
Mrs. Beery, however, told a 
re porte r she was disappointed 
Schaeffer was not sentenced to 
death.

In effect, throu gh red-lining p olicies, lending in­ 
stitu tions “ decide w h at a re a s will d eterioriate,’’ he 
said. 
B ank s and sav ings and loan institu tions d e te r­ 
m ine w hich neighborhoods ap p ear to be “ going 
dow nh ill’’ and th en tu rn th at ju dgem ent into “ a self- 
fu lfilling p rop h ecy ’’ by deny ing th em th e fu nds to 
m aintain or im p rov e th eir hou sing u nits. M ich ael 
S teinm an declared. 
Sav ings and loan institu tions, in p articu lar, 
shou ld be req u ired to disclose th e am ou nt of dep osits 


from citizens in each censu s tra c t com p ared to th e 
am ou nt of loans p rov ided to citizens w ith in each 
tract, D av id S allee su ggested. 
Then, citizens cou ld determ ine w h eth er th ey 
shou ld continu e to inv est in an institu tion w hose 
p olicies m ay be low ering th e v alu e of th eir p rop erty 
by refu sing to p rov ide hom e m ortgage or h om e im ­ 
p rov em ent loans in th eir neighborhood, h e said. 
All th re e sp ok esm en for th e Lincoln A lliance 
p resented th eir case to m em bers of a su bcom m ittee 
of th e U nicam eral’s Bank ing, C om m erce and In­ 
su rance C om m ittee.

A dv antages of th e sy stem , M u llan said, in­ 
clu de th e fact th at it'f o rc e s th e setting of 
p riorities, com bines p lanning, bu dgeting and 
o p e ra tio na l d e c ision-m a k ing , 
e m p h a s iz e s

facilitates bu dget redu ctions or increases as 
cash flow flu ctu ates and increases p articip ation 
by m em b ers of lower m anagem ent. 
D isadv antages, he said, a re th at th e sy stem 
IS tim e consu m ing, req u ires a large analy tical 
staff and th e collection of m u ch data.

of directors of the Nebraska

1978 budget, but retained the 
plant as a project in the dis- 


trict's five-year plan. 


T he board was told that 


newly-enacted, stricter 
emissions standards amended 
to the Clean Air Act would 
drive up the expected cost ot 
the (Jomstock coal plant. 


T he district also budgeted 


$286 million for a long-line 
transmission project between 
NPPD and a Manitoba, 
Canada, utility T he Canadian 


utility has peak demand for 
electricity in the winter while 


NPPD’s peak demand occurs 
in the summer. T he difference 
allowed the proposal to 
exchange excess seasonal 
power.

The program say s Nebraska v s. In­ 
diana. Judging from the prev ailing at­ 
titude, it might as well read Nebraska 
v s. Ho. 
Ho? 
Yep. The way m ost Cornhusker foot­ 
ball patrons figure it, today ’s 1:30 p.m. 
c o nte s t a g a ins t th e H o o sie rs a t 
Memorial Stadium and next week’s tilt 
with Kansas State are the “ Ho-Hum” af­ 
fairs on the 1977 Nebraska schedule. 
So, why not label Indiana “ Ho” and 
Kansas State “ Hum ?” 
Trouble is, there’s a catch to all this 
name calling. 
Indiana fans, who fancy calling their 
team the Big Red, too, hav e things 
figured out a shade differently . 
They think their Hoosiers hav e a great 
chance of turning that “ Ho” into one 
long series of ho, ho, ho’s, and they will 
be the ones hav ing the last laugh by the 
end of today 's game. 


And th ere’s N ebraska coach Tom 
Osborne. 
Osborne, who is sm art enough not to 
call an opponent any thing but great 
before kickoff, has chided Nebraska 
play ers and fans this week for their ap­ 
parent lackadaisical attitudes 
‘i t seems that whatev er Jim m y the 
Greek say s, they expect,” Osborne said. 
“ It he said we should win by 23 points. 


that’s the way it had better be.” 
Jim m y The G reek, who likes to call 
himself the King of the Oddsmakers, has 
fo re c a s t jus t th a t — a 23-point 
Cornhusker v ictory . 
“ Oh, 1 suppose we should be fav ored to 
win,” Osborne said. “ But things often 
don’t work out the way they are supposed 
to.” 
Osborne's counterj)art, Indiana coach 
Lee Corso, hasn’t w ritten off his team ’s 
chances of v ictory . 
“ Obv iously , when y ou play a team like 
Nebraska, in their place, you hav e y our 
hands full,” Corso said. “ But it's not im­ 
possible. If we play close to a perfect 
game and they don’t play up to their 
capacity , then we hav e a chance to win 
it.” 
Nebraska fans need only think back 
three weeks to the Washington State 
game to know Corso isn’t just blowing 
smoke. 
A heav y underdog, Washington State 
play ed a p e rfe c t gam e ag ainst a 
m istake-prone N ebraska outfit and 
stunned the Huskers, 19-10. 
“ We were a heav y underdog once 
before this season against LSU,” Corso 
reminds. “ So it can be done.” 
The LSU game has been the highlight 
for Indiana this season. The Hoosiers 
stunned the proud Bay ou Bengals, 24-21. 
But an opening season 30-12 loss to 
Wisconsin and last week’s last-second 21- 
20 defeat to Miami (Ohio), has left Corso 


to expect next from the Hoosiers. 
Indiana sports information director 
Tom Miller has said the Hoosiers ap­ 
parently are a yo-y o ty pe club; down one 
week and up the next. “ And this is our 
week to be up,” M iller said. 
But odds against an Indiana v ictory 
are increased by the fact the Hoosiers 
are an injury -riddled football team. 
The m edical problem s sta rted in 
preseason with the loss of nifty running 
back Mike H arkrader and they hav e 
snowballed. At last count, Indiana had 
lost 13 play ers who either had started a 
game or w ere expected to be starters. 
“ I can’t rem em ber an injury situation 
comparable to this since I’v e been at In­ 
diana,” said Miller, who is in his 31st 
y ear as the Hoosiers’ sports information 
director. 
Reflecting on the injuries, Corso said, 
“ I’m disappointed in that we nev er can 
field the sam e team two gam es in a row. 
But things can happen. We can find 
someone who turns things around, or 
someone will find him self.” 
Corso cam e up with a real find in 
junior D arric k B urnett to re p la ce 
H arkrader at tailback. 
The 5 -11, 190-pound Burnett ripped 
M iam i's d efense la st week fo r a 
staggering 2(® y ards rushing, including 
an 8 9 -y ard run. 
“ Burnett appears to be as good as any 
of our I-backs,” Osborne has said. “ And 
I d like to think we hav e some pretty 
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good backs.” 
Scott Arnett, a strapping 6 -3,200-pound 
junior, key s the Hoosier offense from his 
q uarterback post. Arnett was not a 
sta rte r a y ear ago when N ebraska 
whipped the Hoosiers 45 -13. But he cam e 
on in the sev enth gam e of the season and 
ted Indiana to a third place tie in the Big 
Ten Conference. 
“ You hav e to hav e some talent to 
finish third in the Big Ten,” Osborne 
said. "And I'm sure Indiana is a better 
football team than we play ed a y ear 
ago.” 
Osborne has injury problems of his 
own to worry about. 
Flashy junior I-back Rick B erns 
appears doubtful. Berns is still hobbled 
by a hip pointer which he acq uired in the 
first q uarter of last week’s win ov er 
Bay lor. 
Co-captain Greg Jorgensen is another 
q ue stio na ble p e rfo rm e r. T he a ll- 
America candidate at offensiv e guard 
missed most of this week's practices 
because of m uscle spasm s in his 
shoulder. 
Defensiv e back Rene Anderson is 
expected back after resting a tender 
ankle most of the past two weeks. But 
fullback Monte Anthony (shoulder» , 
m onster Jim Pillen (hip) and defensiv e 
tackle Bill Barnett (leg) will be q uestion 
m arks right up to kickoff. 
(Quarterback Jeff Quinn, injured last 
week, is the only play er who will 


definitely m iss the game. An injury to 
Quinn’s left leg could hold the Ord 
sophomore out the rest of the y ear. 
With the 9 1st consecutiv e sellout 
crowd of more than 7 6,000 expected to 
pack Memorial Stadium, Corso said he is 
looking forward to his Lincoln v isit. 


“ I think it’s fun to coach out there,” 
the flamboy ant Corso said. “ I think the 
challenge of play ing that great a team in 
front of a big, rabid crowd is actually an 
adv antage to us. It m otiv ates us. That 
excitem ent gets the adrenalin flowing 
and brings out the best in y ou.”

La ndma rk decis ion 
fa v ors Ta rk a nia n 


Las Vegas, Nev. (U PI) — Jerry Tarkanian 
won a court order Friday to remain head 
basketball coach at the University of Nevada, 
Las Vegas, in a legal decision that may shake 
the foundations of the NCAA investigatory 
procedures. 
District Judge James Brennan said Tarka­ 
nian had been the victim of star chamber 
proceedings by the NCAA and trial by am­ 
bush. 
The court said that at least one NCAA in­ 
vestigator who had sworn to get Tarkanian 
had an obsession 
which 
verged 
on 
paranoia. 
Tarkanian, who was notified by UNLV he 
would be severed from the athletic program 
Sept, 9, filed a complaint seeking a 
declaratory judgment and permanent injunc­ 
tion against the university to prevent the ac­ 
tion. 


Brennan, in granting the permanent in­ 
junction, in effect prohibited UNLV from 
carrying out the NCAA demand that Tarka­ 
nian be sanctioned. The NCAA placed the 
basketball team on probation for two years 
and asked disciplinary action against Tarka­ 
nian for a lle g e d ly illegal recruiting 
procedures and preferred treatment of 
athletes. 
The NCAA action against UNLV and Tarka­ 
nian prompted Rep. James Santini, D-Nev., 
to call for a Congressional investigation into 
NCAA investigative procedures. Rep. John 
Moss, D-Calif., head of the Oversight and 
Investigations Committee, has said he would 
have a decision within a few days on whether 
a probe would be conducted. 
Tarkanian said, after the court ruling, 
that he would be glad to testify before the 
Congressional committee.

wo uldn t hire Bert Lance to run a 
Nebraska bank. 


But two o f three bankers testify ing 
at the Senate Banking Co mmittee 
hearings in Wa.shingto n, D C this 
week said they wo uld hire the fo rmer 
directo r o f the Office o f Management 
and Budget, acco rding to Peterso n. 


Peterso n, fo rmerly a financial 
wo no mist with FUK' in Washingto n, 
testified at the Tuesday Senate 
hearings o n his research into finan­ 


cing o f co mmercial bank sto ck 
o wnerships 
■ I'm a little mo re co nserv ativ e in 
the way I wo uld want my bank run." 
>aid Peterso n during a Friday inter­ 
v iew Him iLance s i banks grew, but 
the earnings reco rds were no t that 
great. ” he said. 
Peterso n's Senate testimo ny dealt 
with banking practices, ho wev er, no t 
with Lance's ability o r perso nal 
ethics. 
And P eterso n reco m m ended 
legislatio n that wo uld make it illegal 
fo r a bank to giv e preferential lo an 
rates to o ther banking o fficials. 
At the same time, he said that 


current rates sno uia o e changed 
allo w banks to pay interest o n co r­ 
respo ndent acco unts. 
These are the necessary acco unts 
that smaller banks o ften hav e with 
larger banks. The acco unts are used 
to pay fo r such serv ices as check 
clearing , security dealing s, and 
fo reign ex change transactio ns — ser­ 
v ices that the smaller banks can't 
pc‘rto rm, i’elerso n said. 
These co rrespo ndent acco unts are 
v ery impo rtant, particularly in 
Neisraska. said Peterso n, where there 
are many small banks which simply 
can't perfo rm all the serv ices. 
The o nly alternativ e, said Peterso n, 


is to hav e a co mpletely natio nwide 
branch sy stem. 
Peterso n also to ld the co mmittee 
that the practice o f banks lo aning 
mo ney to o fficials o f ano ther bank, 
primarily to finance bank sto ck, 
sho uld be co ntinued. 
“ This is a v ery impo rtant and 
legitimate functio n,” he said. 
This arrangement can be abused 
when the co rrespo ndent acco unt is 
used as a lev er in getting a perso nal 
lo an o r when the acco unt is used as 
partial pay ment fo r the lo an, he said. 
A study do ne by I’eterso n using 19 71 
statistics in Tex as sho wed so me 
abuses o f the perso nal lo an and co r­ 


respo ndent acco unts. 
“ I think mo st hav e been eliminated 
under ex isting regulatio ns,” Peterso n 
said. 
Publicity abo ut Lance’s perso nal 
bank dealings may lead to debate 
abo ut regulato ry refo rm dunng the 
nex t y ear, Peterso n predicted. 
Ho pefully they ’ll get away fro m 
perso nalities,” he said. 
But Peterso n, like o thers at the 
hearing suppo rted the banking in­ 
dustry . 
“ With 14,5 00 banks we sho uld be 
surprised we do n't hav e mo re fraud. 
The industry is clean and has high 
ethical standards,” he said.

‘;One o f the things that really disappo ints 
custo mers, the thing they like least is serv ice 
charges, ” he said. “ It was no t a po pular deci­

Custo mer reactio n is being carefully 
mo nito red, Kuhn said, but so far the decisio n 
has no t sco rned to affect business much.

Ho wev er, he said there will be no charge fo r 
custo mers who se acco unts av erage $200 a 
mo nth o r mo re. 
First Natio nal Bank so o n will o ffer 
a flat $3 a 
mo nth rate to custo mers fo r checking and 
sev eral o ther serv ices including a $10,000 ac­ 
cidental death insurance po licy , FNB v ice 
president Do n Dischner said. 
Custo mers no t wishing that serv ice will be 
o ffered free checking if they maintain a $300 
depo sit in their acco unt, he said. Serv ice 
charges will be based o n the av erage in the ac­ 
co unt o v er the mo nth fo r tho se dro pping belo w 
$3 00 
Inflatio n and increasing co sts o f pro cessing 
checks hav e been the chief v illains in the 
demise o f free checking, Dischner said. 
Dischner said the av erage custo mer writes 
fiv e to sev en mo re checks a mo nth if no serv ice 
charge is lev eled against him. 
“ Free checking is being paid fo r by 
so meo ne, ” he said. “ Primarily it has been the 
lo an custo mer who has been carry ing the 
lo ad.”
